Speaking of th'e proposal to vacate a street at New Boston, at th« 


request of the Portsmouth Steel Company, which wishes to enlarge 
lU plant, and the efforts of our board of trade to aid in bringing 
about an adjustment, a local business man recalls that Portsr-onth is 
not asking New Boston to do anything she would not do, or had not 
draw herself. He pointed out that a few years ago Portsmouth sur- 
rendered a part of Findlay street in order to allow the Selby Shoe 
Company to expand, and did it gladly. Portsmouth has never had 
reason to regret the action for the shoe company immediately built 
«o its plant and has added many to its pay roll. The same thing will 
hold good at New Boston. It may seem a little hard to have to sac- 
rifice a street, but it should also be taken into consideration that the 
Tortsmonth Steel Company plan has made New Boston what she is. 
It will continue to add to the prosperity of the village, and to assist 
in paying for improvements. Each addition to the mill that adds to 
the economy of operation means that there will be more work and 
steadier work, for it is. the economical plant that is the last to be shut 
down in dull times. 


We suggest to our New Boston friends that they think the mat- 


ter over carefully and thoughtfully, view the situation from all 
angles, and then decide to act for the good of all. We sincerely hope 
that an early and satisfactory adjustment is reached.

cavities in the bones of the face 
and skull, or,' in cases of bronchit- 
is, that the lung may become in- 
volved resulting in conditions that 
are commonly known as lung fe- 
ver, catarrhal pneumonia, capil- 
lary bronchitis or plain pneumo- 
nia. 


The reasons why acute colds are 


especially prevalent during the 
cold months are numerous, the 
most important being the foul at- 
mosphere which logically follows 
the methods 
employed 
to save 


heat and cut down the fuel bill. 


Cold weather means less venti- 


lation, closer contact of individ- 
uals, the storage of the products 
of lighting materials in rooms in- 
stead of their dispersion through 
open doors and windows as occurs 
during the warm months, and a 
very general tendency to sleep in 
rooms from which air is carefully 
excluded. 


While an atmosphere below 70 


degrees Fahrenheit is not neces- 
sarily pure because of its low tem- 
perature, one abqve that point is 
very frequently foul and practi- 
cally always dangerous because o£ 
its tendency to lower one's resist- 
ance to disease of all kinds. 


People with acute colds, wheth- 


er they be accompanied by a 
cough or not, are a menace to 
everyone coming in contact with 
them.

.PNEUMONIA 


There is probably greater danger from pneumonia at this time, 


rind for the next thirty days, than at any other period of the year. 
This, because we have not as yet gotten down to the solid conditions 
imposed upon us by the colder season. The days and nights vary 
greatly in temperature; there are cool days and warmer ones mixed 
up together, in a sense, and the houses are not regulated as to tem- 
perature so closely as they will be later on, when the cold is more reg- 
ular. 
** 


Pneumonia is a germ disease, and tbc germs are with us at all 


times. That is, there arc always the germs of pneumonia lurking in 
the air or about the home. But they are harmless to us under ordin- 
ary circumstances; we can defy them when the vitality is not im- 
paired. But as soon as the vitality is impaired, as soon as a dressing 
cold attacks us, or when other disorders come, about, then the germs 
get in their work and pneumonia follows. 


The young woman wlio dances until she is excessively warm, 


and who then goes out into the cold atmosphere, or stands by an open 
window, is flirting with death. The pneumonia germ is there; just 
waiting until she contracts a cold, and it will theu proceed to busi- 
ness. 


The automobile is going to be responsible for more and more pneu- 


monia. Not that tlierc is anything wrong with automobiles, but be- 
cause people will not use them right.

All. members of the family were eiamined, and two of the children we 
found-to be sanatorium patients. They hare all been provided with nec- 
essary clothing, made possible by the Christmas Seal fund, and are now 
in a sanatorium. The father became discouraged som^ months after be- 
ing sent to the hospital and wanted to .return to the same conditions he 
had left A sleeping porch was built for him out of the Christmas Seal 
fund, and he is now using it 
The children will Boon be discharged and 


will also use the porch when they return home.

nine years ago of tuberculosis. A married daughter died this year of the 
same disease. A son who is a bookkeeper and a daughter who is a waitress 
are now in the last stages of the disease. Three small children whose 
only hope lay in removing them from the infected premises were takes 
to a tuberculosis sanatorium by the visiting nurse who discovered them.1

;> together, In a.sense, and the houses are not rcigulftted as"to tem- 
erature so closely as they will he Inter on, when the cold is more reg- 
iilar. 


Pneumonia is a germ disease, and the germs are with us at all 


times. That is, there arc always the germs o£ pneumonia lurking in 
the air or about the home. But they are harmless to us under ordin- 
ary circumstances; we can .defy them when the vitality is not im- 
paired. But as soon as the vitality is impaired, as soon as a dressing 
cold attacks us, or when other disorders come about, then the germs 
get in their work and pneumonia follows.
